Clay, Ky., Sept. 17— (AP)— Four Negro students today abandoned 
their integration, fight at Clay. Consolidated Sc]iool and white students 
began ending their boycott. 

The. Negro mother who spearheaded the drive said her two 
children would not return lo Clay this year "even if we got an 
injunction." . . : 

"Wo want- to give our white friends -time to work this out," 
added Mrs.v James Gor^n.
